Today we welcome Wynton Rufer and the Football Kingz to Bob Jane Stadium, Fifa's 
approval of the Auckland clubs bid to play in the Australian National Soccer League 
has not only been a timely boost for New Zealand soccer's profile and image, but 
makes the Kingz one of only a few clubs in the world to compete in another country’s 
championship. The Kingz play at the 25,000-capacity North Harbour Stadium; venue 
of the recent Under 17 World Youth Cup final. 


New Zealand's greatest ever footballer, Wynton Rufer, was appropriately appointed 
the Club's first coach. Rufer, recently vated Oceania footballer of the century, was one 
of the first players from this region to transfer to Europe. Rufer partnered South 
Melbourne's Steve Wooddin at the 1982 World Cup and played in all three of New 
Zealand's group games against Scotland, Brazil and the Soviet Union. Unable to 
attain a work permit at Norwich City, Rufer moved to Grasshoppers of Zurich and 
then Werder Bremen. He helped Werder win the 1992 European Cup Winners' Cup, 
1993 Bundesliga and the German Cup in 1991 and 1994, scoring in a 3-1 win over 
Rot Weiss Essen in the 1994 final, before returning to‘New Zealand via a spell in 
Japan. Wynton Rufer has shown he has lost none of his ability by scoring three times 
during his infrequent appearances this season. 


The combination of the Kingz inclusion in the NSL and Rufer's appointment as coach 
have proved a magnet for many Kiwi internationals. Gavin Wilkinson (Perth Glory), 
Ricki Van Steeden (Carlton), Che Bunce (Singapore) , Ivan Vicelich, Michae! Utting, 
Chris Jackson, Harry Ngata and ex-Marconi striker Fred de Jong have all joined the 
club. The Kingz squad isn’t entirely made up of New Zealander's however. Marcus 
Stergiopoulos, who scored against South Melbourne in the 1998 Grand Final, has 
been recruited from Carton and Levent Osman (Gippsiand Falcons), Dino Mennilla 
(Adelaide Force) and former Wolves star Robbie Middleby {Bayer Uerdingen) have all 
been recruited. 


Most observers thoughtihe Kingz would struggle on their long-distance away trips to 
Austratia out enjoy great home ground advantage in Auckland. In fact, the Kingz have 
arguably enjoyed greater success away from New Zealand. An opening night 3-0 
defeat to Carlton suggested they would struggle but away wins at Olympic, Marconi 
and Adelaide Force has shown they have come to terms with life in the NSL. 
Conversely, at hame, they have dropped points to the Knights and the Falcons. An 
excellent 4-1 victory over Perth in Auckland has made the Kingz genuine top six 
contenders. De Jong and Ngata have become regular scorers but they require more 
consistency to make the finals. In the round three clash between the teams in 
Auckland, the Kingz defeated South Melbourne, 1-0.

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OUR VISITORS - MARCONI STALLIONS 


Today we welcome Eddie Krncevic and his Marconi team to Bob Jane Stadium. 
Despite some inconsistent form, Marconi is still a genuine finals contender. 
Expectations are always high at a club that, along with Sydney City and South 
Melbourne, has won a record four titles (1979, 1988, 1989 and 1992/93) and is 
one of only three clubs to have been a permanent member of the NSL since its 
inception in 1977. Home losses to Canberra, (the clubs first ever loss to Cosmos), 
Carlton and Kingz increased the pressure on Eddie Krncevic but two recent 
victories over Brisbane Strikers has putthe team back into the top six. 


Eddie Krncevic replaced Frank Farina as Marconi coach in August after Farina was 
appointed Socceroo coach. Krncevic began his career in Melbourne with the 
Knights before transferring to Marconi during which he represented Australia at the 
1981 Youth World Cup. Krncevic became one of the first Aussies to move to 
Europe when he transferred to Dinamo Zagreb whom he helped win two 
championships and one cup. His subsequent career in Europe took in MSV 
Duisburg, Cercle Brugge, Anderlecht (where he was the 1989 league top scorer), 
Mulhouse and Eendrecht Aalst before he returned to Australia to coach the 
Gippsland Falcons. He coached Carlton to the 1998 Grand Final before taking up 
the reigns at Bossley Park. 


Marconi's squad shows few changes from the team that made the finals last year. 
Transfers IN & OUT have been few. Harry Karl (Melbourne Knights), Pierluigi Di Gia 
(former {talian Under 21 international), Paulo Marchesini (Bologna) and AIS 
goalkeeper Michael Turnbull have joined the club. 18 year-old Turnbull represented 
Australia at the Under 20 World Cup in Nigeria last year and made his !eague debut 
against Sydney United in October. Luke Tomich (Newcastle), Marcus Phillips 
(Sydney Olympic), Robbie Hooker (Canberra) and goalkeeper Ante Covic (PAOK 
Salonika), have all left the club. Despite the relative lack of transfer activity, 
Marconi's squad remains experienced and talented and includes one of the best 
centre-back partnerships in the league with Mark Babic and Dominic Longo, who 
represented Australia at Under 16, 20, Olympic and senior level, left-back Brendan 
Renaud, skillful playmaker Viado Zoric, tenacious midfielder Darren McDonald, 
Kris Trajanovski and former South Melbourne strikers Alex Duric and Francis 
Awaratife. Sweeper Pan Keun Kim was recruited from Hyundai Tigers and 
captained South Korea at USA'94. Explosive striker Zeljko Babic made his debut for 
Sydney United in February 1994 and joined Marconi in 1996. Season 1998/99 was 
an injury-interrupted season where he managed just four goals, but Babic has 
enjoyed a more successful 1999/2000. The undoubted star of the team, however, 
is 1998/99 Marconi and NSL (Johnny Warren Medal) Player of the Year, Brad 
Maloney. The 28 year-old midfielder scored 16 goals last season and was selected 
for the Socceroo squad that competed recently in a four-team international 
tournamentin Chile. 


Inlast season's corresponding fixture, goals by Vaughan Coveny and Pau! Trimboli 
gave South Melbourne a 2-0 victory although in the club's first meeting of the 
season at Bossley Park, Marconi won by the same scoreline.
